Gay rights battle 

Vermont begins hearings on state’s same-sex marriage bill

MONTPELIER, Vt. Nine years after it played 
host to a bitter fight over civil unions, 
Vermont’s Statehouse is again a gay rights 
battleground. 

More than 200 same-sex marriage 
opponents, cheering and wearing buttons 
that read “Marriage— A Mother & Father 
for Every Child,” converged Monday on 
Montpelier as lawmakers began a week’s 
worth of hearings on a bill that would allow 
gay and lesbian couples to marry 

If approved, Vermont would join 
Massachusetts and Connecticut as the only 
U.S. states that allow gay marriage. 

The measure would replace Vermont’s 
first-in-the-nation civil unions law with one 
that allows marriage of same-sex partners 
beginning Sept. i. Civil unions, which con- 
fer some rights similar to marriage, would 
still be recognized but no longer granted 
after Sept. i. 

Supporters cast the debate as a civil rights 
issue, saying a civil unions law enacted by

the state in 2000 has fallen short of the 
equality it promised same-sex couples. Its 
appeal has declined too: In 2001, the state 
granted 1,876 civil unions, compared with 
only 262 last year. 

Passing a gay marriage bill “is one of the 
most important civil rights issues of our 
time,” said Greg Johnson, a Vermont Law 
School professor who testified before the 
state Senate Judiciary Committee. 

While the bill won’t guarantee federal 


benefits, supporters say it would provide 
societal recognition, improve access to 
health benefits and eliminate one of two 
obstacles to federal protections such as 
Social Security survivor benefits. 

Opponents say gay marriage would 
undermine traditional male-female mar- 
riage, rendering men and women inter- 
changeable and destroying the connection 
between children and marriage. They want 
the question put to voters in a referen- 
dum. 

A public hearing is scheduled for 
Wednesday night at the Capitol, which was 
the epicenter of the fight in 2000, when 
the issue divided Vermont and partisans 
endured hate mail, threatening telephone 
messages and tense public meetings. 

On Monday, opponents organized by 
churches and a pair of anti-gay marriage 
groups flooded the hallways of the Capitol 
and packed into a committee room for a 
strategy session with Stephen Cable, presi- 
dent of Vermont Renewal.

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OBAMA BLASTS BAILED-OUT AIG FOR 
HANDING OUT MILLIONS IN BONUSES

WASHINGTON Joining a wave of public anger, President Obama blistered insur- 
ance giant AIG for “recklessness and greed” Monday and pledged to try to 
block it from handing its executives $165 million in bonuses after taking bil- 
lions in federal bailout money 

“How do they justify this outrage to the taxpayers who are keeping the 
company afloat?” Obama asked. “This isn’t just a matter of dollars and cents. 
It’s about our fundamental values.” 

Obama aggressively joined other officials in criticizing American Interna- 
tional Group, the company that is fast becoming the poster boy for Ameri- 
cans’ bailout blues. Bailout steps for AIG have totaled more than $170 billion 
since September. 


Obama had scheduled a speech Monday to 
announce new help for recession-pounded 
small businesses. But first, he said, he had a 
few words to say about AIG. He lost his voice 
at one point and ad-libbed, “Excuse me, Fm 
choked up with anger here.” It was just a 
light aside, but he meant the sternness of his 
remarks to come through. 

“This is a corporation that finds itself in 
financial distress due to recklessness and 
greed,” Obama declared. 

He said he had directed Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner to “pursue every legal 
avenue to block these bonuses and make the 
American taxpayer whole.” 

One reason the AIG bonus giveaway is 
such a compelling story— and a politically 
troubling one for Obama if not neutralized— 
is that it offers a simple storyline that appears 
to sum up ways in which the federal bailouts 
have gone awry 

“This is just the kind of issue that galva- 
nizes public outrage,” said Paul Light, profes- 
sor of public service at New York University 
“It’s always the tangible stuff, the things that 
ordinary Americans can relate to. They don’t 
know the first thing about credit default 
swaps. But they do know about bonuses. And 
it’s just the sort of thing that will undermine 
any future bailout activity” 

The notion of AIG paying out big bonuses 
while failing as a business likely won’t be taken 
well in Illinois, where the median income for 
a family is $65,761, according to an estimate 
on the U.S. Census Bureau’s Web site— or in 


MAD DASH TO CUT OFF BONUSES 

New York Atty. Gen. Andrew Cuomo said 
Monday that he has issued subpoenas for 
the names of AIG employees given millions 
of dollars in bonuses despite their possible 
roles in the insurance giant’s near-collapse. 

Cuomo said his office will investigate 
whether the $165 million in payments are 
fraudulent under state law because they 
were promised when the company knew it 
wouldn’t have the money to cover them. AIG 
reported this month that it lost $61.7 billion 
in the fourth quarter of last year, the largest 
corporate loss in history, ap 

Chicagoland, where the regional unemploy- 
ment rate has risen above 7 percent. 

Obama’s comments came on the same day 
a new poll showed slippage in his approval 
rating. The poll by the Pew Research 
Center showed it dropped from 64 percent 
in February to 59 percent this month amid 
divisions of opinions over his economic 
proposals and what the pollsters said was 
a growing perception that the president is 
listening more to his party’s liberals than to 
its moderates. 

Still, those surveyed generally gave the 
president favorable marks for doing as much 
as he can to try to fix the economy, and few 
blame him for making the economy worse. 

Thus far, AIG officials have refused to 
rescind the bonus payments. In a letter to 
Geithner over the weekend, the govern- 
ment-appointed chief executive of AIG, 



Edward Liddy said the bonuses were legally 
binding obligations and the firm’s “hands are 
tied.” 

Still, pressure was building on that issue— 
and on the government to rework its AIG 
bailout to make sure taxpayers are repaid as 
much of the $170 billion as possible. 

Even Federal Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke weighed in, saying on CBS’ “60 
Minutes” that the AIG bailout angered him 
the most and that he “slammed the phone 
more than a few times on discussing AIG.” 

But in deciding to rescue AIG, the govern- 
ment worried that if it did not bail out the 


insurer, its collapse could lead to a cascad- 
ing chain reaction of losses, jeopardizing the 
stability of the worldwide financial system. 
Bernanke acknowledged as much in his “60 
Minutes” interview 

In addition to the bonuses, it was disclosed 
Sunday that AIG used $90 billion-plus in fed- 
eral aid to pay foreign and domestic banks, 
some of which had received their own multi- 
billion-dollar U.S. government bailouts. 

The recipients included Goldman Sachs, 
at $12.9 billion, and three European banks— 
France’s Societe Generale at $11.9 billion, 
Germany’s Deutsche Bank at $11.8 billion.

and Britain’s Barclays PLC at $8.5 billion. Merrill 
Lynch, which also is undergoing federal scrutiny 
of its bonus plans and which is now part of Bank of 
America, had received $6.8 billion as of Dec. 31. 

The money went to banks to cover their losses on 
complex mortgage investments, as well as for col- 
lateral needed for other transactions.

City endures another 
brutal pothole season 


Cameras to catch 
more than speeders? 

Aldermen on Monday began 
discussing using the city’s 
ever-growing legion of red- 
light cameras to check for 
vehicle liability insurance. T 
he city could net nearly 
$10 million in fines just by 
citing non-insured vehicles 
that also get photo-ticketed 
for a red-light violation, said 
Aid.

Last winter, it was a crater-ridden stretch that 
drivers feared to navigate. 

This year, the northernmost stretch of Lake 
Shore Drive is a smooth cruise, an island of 
safety for tires and car axles in a hazard-filled 
city 

The resurfaced stretch of North Lake Shore 
Drive between Foster Avenue and Irving Park 
Road is a rare success story as Chicagoans 
endure a second consecutive brutal pothole 
season. City crews patched more than 2,300 
potholes along the i V2 mile stretch in the first 
half of last year’s season, but have had to apply 
only 45 patches to that stretch of North Lake 
Shore in the same months this year. 

But city transportation officials said they 
have been unable to resurface other heavily 
traveled Chicago roads, citing a three-year 
drop-off in state funding for the resurfacing 
of arterial roads. Instead the city is spending 
$12 million on temporary repair efforts that can 
last as little as days on high-traffic streets. 

‘As the pavement deteriorates, the more 
calls we’re getting for potholes,” said Chicago 
Department of Transportation Commissioner 
Thomas Byrne. “It will take us longer this year, 
I believe, to clear out the pothole backlog.” 

Carlos Varela of Portage Park learned about 
potholes the hard way two years ago. Varela, 
26, recalled hitting a tire-walloping pothole 
submerged in water at West Addison Street and 
North Kedzie Avenue. 

The pothole flattened both the passenger 
side tires on his Dodge Neon and damaged the 
rim on the front passenger side. 

Varela said he pulled his car over to the side 
of the road, then walked to a nearby tire store. 
He rolled new tires, one by one, to his car. All 
in all, the damage cost nearly $200. 

‘As far as my car, I was ready to leave it on the 


side of the road and just junk it,” said Varela, 
who still drives his Neon. “The worst it’s had 
is alignment problems since then, nothing 
major.” 

Adam Lindstaedt lived in San Diego for 
six years before recently moving back to the 
northwest suburbs. Two weeks ago, Lindstaedt, 
24, tried to drive his father’s U-Haul-sized 
work truck down Route 12 through heavy rain 
in Lake Zurich. But his right tires got caught 
up in a pothole-riddled stretch of road, nearly 
spinning the truck out. 

“I was going 20 mph the rest of the way 
because I was afraid of doing it again,” said 
Lindstaedt, a talent buyer for Logan Square 
Auditorium. 

City pothole repairs have been at full throttle 
since January, filling thousands each day, seven 
days a week. Yet the numbers continue to 
climb, with 11,000 open potholes in the 311 
system Monday, the highest mark this year, said 
CDOT spokesman Brian Steele. 


The best long-term solution is resurfacing, 
and the city relies upon state and county 
funds for putting new pavement on arterial 
roads. With no state funding other than the 
Lake Shore Drive project since 2006, arterial 
road resurfacing in Chicago has dropped from 
56 miles in 2004 to only 3.5 miles last year, 
Byrne said. 

State and city agencies hope that money 
from the federal stimulus package would allow 
resurfacing projects to proceed this summer. 
A list of “shovel-ready” projects released by 
IDOT includes repaving stretches of Touhy 
Cicero and Western Avenues. The city’s list, 
released last week, included several resurfacing 
jobs on arterial roads. 

But transportation officials said that even 
resurfacing eventually is no match for Chicago’s 
weather. “Tbu can’t win a battle against potholes. 
All you can do is try to keep up as much as you 
can,” said Herb Schumann, chief financial officer 
for the Cook County Highway Department.

B WASHINGTON To its arsenal of agents, 
fences and stealthy sensors skirt- 
ing our nation’s southern border, the U.S.

Its title, its makers say, 
is intended to mean “songs of the immi- 
grant” but “migras” is commonly under- 
stood as a code word for Border Patrol in 
much of Mexico. 

“It’s pretty slick,” says Jason Ciliberti, 
a spokesman with the Border Patrol in 
Washington.

Seattle newspaper goes Web-only
